F. Allen towed it ashore and fastened it 
to Edmund Sinclair's wharf and turned it 
over to the government officials to whom it 
belonged, thus proving the posters a fraud. 
They fell short of the purpose for which 
they were meant as the buoy was re- 
moved by daylight and not by the light of 
the moon.,

to two feet of cold water.

The names of Dewey 
and Schley will forever live as tho victors 
in fights where the greatest destruction 
was ever accomplished against opposing 
naval forces, and that, too, with but the 
loss of a single man in both engagements.

Mad No Right to Cut Polos. 


The decision of the Supreme Court, giv- 


en by Judge Van Syokel in the case of the 
Delaware and Atlantic Telephone Com- 
pany against Pensauken Township Com- 
mitttee, is all in favor of the telephone 
company. 


In February last the Township Commit- 


tee passed an ordinance entitled "An ordi- 
nance directing the removal of telephone 
and telegraph poles placed in the side- 
walks, streets, highways and public places 
in the township of Pensauken without the 
consent of the public authorities." 


This ordinance was passed at a special 


meeting and subsequently the Township 
Committee without any notice to the tele- 
phone company, directed one Abe Bennett 
to remove the poles. 
About 160 large 


poles, carrying about 160 miles of hard 
drawn copper wire, were cut down about 
daybreak on the morning of March I, 


The law requires that no ordinance shall 


be introduced and passed at a single meet- 
ing. 
It seems that no notice of the spec- 


ial meeting in February was given and 
that the ordinance was introduced and 
passed at 
this one meeting. 
Judge 


Van Syckrl says: 


"Failure to comply with the statute in 


this report respect is , fatal to the ordi- 
nance." "But if the ordinance had been 
duly passed the action of the Town Com- 
mittee could not be upheld." 


"The ordinance provides for the removal 


of poles erected in the township without 
the consent of the public authorities: it 
does not specify what poles were unlawful- 
ly placed in the streets or sidewalks." 
"That was a question of fact in regard to 
which persons to be affected by the ordi- 
nance had a right to be heard, and the 
removal could not be committed to the 
direction of Bennett. 
He could not pass 


judgment upon the rights of the prose- 
cutor (telephone company} and destroy 
its property without giving it an oppor- 
tunity to be heard." 


To those interested in the above case it 


is significant that the Delaware and Atlan- 
tic company has a suit in the United States 
Court of $50.000 damages against 
the 


Pensuuken township and the Eastern Tele- 
phone Company.
